MR, HUTCHESON'S LITTLE FILIBUSTER

' At the Last Moment He Defeats an Appro-
priation Bill.

- CLEVELAND FAILED TO SEND A MESSAGE

Dying Hours of Both Kiranches of Congress
Froe from Excitement of Any Kind—
Work of the Senate in Ex-
eoutive Hesslon,

Wasuivarox, Nov, 8.—At 8 o'clock today
the extraordinary session of the Fifty-third
*congress, after being In session elghty-saven
days and three hours, adjourned. A wranele
boetween the house nnd senate over an appros
priation to pay the senate session employes
for work done during the recoss of the Fifty-
first congress in 1800, caused the fallure of
the general deficiency bill and the bill for
tho panyment of clerks and employes betsween
today nod the regular session, December 4.
The sentte was determined this approprin-
tion should be agreed to by the house by the
alternidtive of sacrificing the deflciency

bill, and Senator Cockrell, chairman
of the approprintion committee,
sent word that not §1 of deficiency

would be agreed to by the senute untll the
house accepted this wmendment, which had
been tacked onto the deficiency bill. The
sounto adjournment resolution had not been
passed, and in this way the senate expected
to make the house yield. To muake assur-
ance doubly sure, the senate nlso pluced the
same amendment on the bill providing pay
for session cmployes and clerks to members
during the recess, and sont word that if
its amendment was agreed to the defi-
clency bill would be relensed from counfer-
ence, where {t wns being held as if in chan-
cery by the senate,
Dafeated by Mre. Hutcheson,

« Inasmuch as every memberof the house
was interested in the resolution to keep his
clerk on the pay roll during the recess, sen-
ators thought they held the whip hand, but
the plan wos defeated by a filibuster inau-
‘tm;ut&d by Mr. Hutchieson of Texns. He
was opposed to the original resclution to

cess, but, was easily outgenevaled by the
partfamentarians who opposed him. When
the resolution came back to the house, how-
ever, with the senate amendiment as o rider
it wns mbout 8 o'clocks Me. Hutcheson saw
if hecould held the senate.at bay for the
space of but a few minutes, the adjournment
wounld glve him .the victory. 'The,sennte
wib immediately notified of the situation i
the house and a resolution was hurriedly
passed extending the time of wajournment
to 4:80, but the effort came too late, Mr,
Hutcheson, with Kilgore on his lett and
Boen, the Minnesots opulist, on his right,
held his position until 8 o'clock, when the
house, by 1ts own previous octlon, was de-
clared by Speaker Crisp adjourned sine die.
“While the house adjourned at 3§ o'clock to
the second, the senate, also adjourned by
resolution simultaneously, did not, Inreality,
adjourn until seven minutes luter,

Work in the House,

The extraordinary session of congress has
ended. Tne house and senuate adjourned
singdie this afternoon.

IS THE sENATE.

What that Body Has Acenmplished During

the Fatrn Sesslon.
Waismisoros, Nov, 8.—The ression of the
sennte will be long memorable for the con-
test over the bill providing for the repeal of
the silver purchasing clause of the Sherman
act of 1800, The extraordinary session wns
callea for the purpose of accomplishing this
repeal, and the other work was merely fu-
cidental, -
The bill of next greatest importance to
the repenl bill, which has passed both houses
of congress, is the bill extending the time in
which Chinese laborers can vegister under
the Chinese act, known as the Geary law.
Mueh interest nlso nttached to the bill pro-
viding for a bridge ncross the Hudson at New
York, This bill passed both houses.
Of the 1,152 bills which have been intro-
duced in the senate during the session, only
three have become laws. Oneis in ald of
the Midwinter exposition to be held in San
Frauneisco, another grants certain settlers in
Oklabhoma Territory the right to commute
their homestead entries, and the third re.
lates to clerks In the office of the commis-
sioners of the District of Columbia.

Making npproprintions for the purchase of
grounds in Washington for a builaing to bo
used as a hall of records.
Granting to California 5 per cont of the
net proceeds of the cash sales of public
lands in that state,
To extend the time for making final pay-
menta on entries undoer the desert land net,
Authorlzing certain Cherokee allotiees or
claimants tn purchasa certnin tracts neld
and cloimed by them.
To donate to the county of Laramie, Wy-
oming, certain bridges on the abandoned
Fort Laramie military reservation.
To authorize the Chattanooga Western

Railrond company to construct a bridge
across the ‘l'ennessce river near Chat-
tanooga,

To grant the right of way Lo the Kansas,
Oklakoma Central & Southwestern Railroad
company through Oklalioma and Indian Ter-
ritory.

To aid tho states of Californin, Oregon,
Washington, Montann, I[daho, Nevada,
Wyoming, Colorado and South Dakoin to
support sthools of mines.

Protably the wost important bill upon the
senate calendar now 18 that of the repenl of
the federal election laws., A similar bill has
passed the house, Senator Voorhecs has n
bill coneerning nationnl bank nole circula-
tion, Mr. Morgan's resolution for a joint
committes of the two houses to consider
questions of finance hus a place on the ealen-
dar, as has Mr. Stewart's resolution concern-
ing the co-ordinate vranches of the govern-
ment, and also My, Peffor's relating to inter-
stalea commerce. Senator Palmer's hill con-
ceriing invalid pensions paid to nonresidents
is in shape for consideration.,

When Marshal White beard of
this move he had Mosher removed from Lan-
caster county.

Arrival at Plattamouth,

The marshal and his prisoner arrived in
Plattsmouth yesterday afternton and
Mosher was turned over to Sheriff Tighe,
who it once locked him up the same us he
would uny other prisoner.
The murshul’'s instructions to the sherlff
wore to confine him with the rest of the
prisonors, and that he wans not 1o be taken
from the jail. It is n notorious fact that the
Cass county juil offers very few advantages
to prisoners, and it Is highly suspected that
it 18 only & matter of & few days until
Mosher will be yearning for another prison.
The place abounds with flith, and the peo-
ple of Plattsmouth, although indignaut st
the enormity of Mosher’s fraudulent deal-
ings in connection with his defunct Lincoln
bunk, might not censure the wuthorties for
giving the vank wrecker an oceasionnl
breath of air from the outside of the jall.

Marshnt White Interviewed,

Maorshal White was scon by o Ber repro-
sentative und when questiond® as to the cause
of Mosher's removal from tbe Lincoln jail
stated that it was solely to prevent o clush-
ing of authority between the federal and
stale wutorities, such us the expericnce of
Thursday, when he was taken from the Lin-
coln Juil by an officer of the Lancaster
vounty district court and made to appear as
n witness, It secemed that the prisoner was
w continuilly come nto court to give his
testimony. If these requests were granted
United Stutes Marshal White might bhave
sume difieulty in reguining possession of his
prisoner. It Is hinted Lthot un attémpt may
yeu be mado to tuke Mosher out of White's
custody by a writ of hubeas corpus. If this
is done ne can very easily be placed in the
vustody of the stute courts and made to
answer to the many charges yel pending

BRUTAL DEFEDS OF A HUSBAND,

Mes. Oubning Tells s Hemarkable Story of
Craelty and Wrong.
New Yourg, Nov, 8 . Christine Tath-
f the Iate Senator
Leland Stanford of Calffornia, filed aMdavits
in the supreme court ehnmbers today, which
developed one of the most rounrkable cases
of eruelty on record, She says Gumuing ran
away from her ana his ¢reditors In Novem-
ber. 1888, with $15,000 of her monoy, after
squandering her fortung of §50,000, He was
lost in o snow storm in the Andes mountalns
in Mny, 1880, A judgment on one of the
notes for §,000, obtained from her by her
hustband led to the prooecedings bafore Judge
Barrett, Lawyer Joscph B, Bareus moved
that the judgments sectred in Connecticut by
the Lincoln National bank of this city in
1850, and also st Sarstoga on February, 1801,
be st nside. He argued the jud@ment could
not be collected, ns nll of Mrs, Gunning's
money was gone. Supplementary proceed-
ings in the suit were lubsmkuomw brought
to recover on the note, nnd Walter P. Butler
wus appointed recelver of Mrs. Gunning's
property. 1t was to prevent the roceiver
from getting nv the legacy of 100,000 left
her by Lelana Stanford that Lawyer Barous
moved the judgment be set aside. Her de-
fense is that the note was obtained while
she was under duress, and that the bank had
been notified before the nate was given that
the notes were being obtalned from her by
force.
Mrs. Gunning's affidavit states that after
her marrisge she went to' Mount Vernon to
live, and three weeks afterwards Guoning
began to threaten her and despoll her of her
property. He made her an inmnate of an in-
sane asylum for six weeks in Hartford.
Since she was removed from the asylum she
has lived with her mother and two children
at Suratogn. Sho says that on one oceasioh,
wheno her husband wanted her Lo sign 4 note,
he presented a revolver al her hend. At nn-
other time he choked hers until she fainted,
and once knocked her aown with his st and
injured her spine. To save her life, she
signed notes In those Instances, On a cola
night in the winter df 1887 Gunning wanted
her to sign another note, and, becauss sheo
refused, he dragged her out of bed and
knocked her down. 3
Mrs. Gunning says that he made her sign
another note on September 25, 1888, when
she was about to becomd. a mother. He
drove everybody from her reom and told her
that she must sign o note for more money.
She protested, and fetohing pen and 1k to
the bedside he grabbed her Band and caused
her to trace her nume on the' sote, In Octo-
ber, 1887, Mrs. Guoning sayk her husband
leased a farm of his brothér near Norwall,
Conn., and stocked it wilh thoroughbred
horses and called 1 a  “scien-
tifie stock form.” He * added 500
acres to 1t and sunk 200,000 of her money
init. On October 8, 1988, By induced her to
come to this ¢ity. When on! the train, he
told her he wanted her 10 sign more notes,
and when she refused he threatened to put
her in an insane asylum, FI¢ took her to the
Chemical Natwnal bank and she there
signed several notes, inclnding the one that
figured in the suit ngaingt Her..

George Rogers and John Benwell Held at
Lincoln for tha Orime.

CIRCUMSTANTIAL EVIDENCE OF GUILT

Known to Have Besn in the Vimnity of
Werping Wnater Near the Scene
of the Crims NRe-
ocently.

He
had on his person a knife, razor, ring, &1 and
n new pull dog revolver with all hve cham-
bers loaded. In addition he had four exira
cartridges 1n hia pocicet. In a small pass
book in his pocket was written the name of
Harry ITill.
Rogoers elaimed to have come from Uolo-
ndo, but in response to questions from Chief
of Police Cooper he said that he nad been
living in Omaha, where he drove a hack for
Jim Stevenson. He ulso admitted that he
had been husking corn In the vicimity of
Weeping Water.
Beanwell guve his age ns 21. He had in his
possession a small sum of money and a
heavy iron bolt.
Both have the appearance of being rough
men and both look like furm hands, They
were not informed as to the charge against
them, After he had been placed ina cell
Rogers asked Sergeant Bartram what the
charge wus,
“YVagrancy.'" replied the sergeant.
“Well, it Just what 1 expected,” replied
Rogers, “A man can't go into town nowa-
days without being run in for a vag."

VIOLENCE IN VIENNA

Wild Mobs Throng the Strests and Fight

Btubbornly with the Police.

AUSTRIA'S CAPITAL IN AN AWFUL UPROAR

Thres Hours of Bavage Stragglivg Betwoen
the Law and the Poople.

AUTHORITIES INTERFERED AT A MEETING

Attempt to Suppress a Liberal Political
Moeting Leads to a Serious Ontbroak,

MANY BLOODY HEADS WERE TAKEN HOME

Sabers Swung by Soldiers' Hands Do Muoh

Effective Work Among the Unurmed
Feople—Wounded Carried O
by Their Comrades.

Viexwa, Nov. 8.—Thoere was flerce fighting
hero tunight. It was caused by anattempt by
the spcialists to invade the Ronafeher Muslo
hall, where a meeting of the llbernls was
being held. The ohjbct of the liveral gath-
ering was to pass & vote of want of confi-
dence in Dr. Kronawetter, the representa-
tive of Vienna in the Reichsrath, Tne meet-
ing was originally fixed for Friday lnst, but
was prevented by the action of the radicals,

a body of whom invaded the hall and
refused to allow the lhberals to pro-
coeed, The police finally hns  to

clear the hall of its ocoupanta and lock
the doors, Then it was arranged to hold
the meoting this evening. when only thoso
holding tickets should bé admittea. Asan-

other attempt av interference was anticl-

pated a strong force of police was stationed
in the vicinity. Liberal stowards were
stationed in the lobby to prevent the
entrance of any sovinlists,

Sockalists Jeor the Libernls.
By 7:80 Schelling stinsse was thronged
with clamorous mobs ot socialists and work-
men. They Jeered every liberal and tried to
block his passage, but 800 liberals gained
entrance under protection of the police.
The mob began shouting: *“Down with the
liberals,” “Down with the dogs,” and
“Down with the cowardly enemies of the
people,” aud sang the labor song, “Hed
Arbeit”
The mob finally charged the police and
tried to force its way into the hall, The
commanding inspector was knocked down
and trampled upon, His men in trying to
rescue him winlded sabersright and lefs,
The scene for a time was frightful Both
sides foughtu savagely and the result was
many bloody heads among the mob, while
the polive were bruised and beaten ant
their upiforms torn.
The fight caused a panic among the people,
and houses and shops were closed. The
policea were soon reinforced, wsad the mob
driven out of the street, although it re-
slsted stoutly. It was at last dispersed,
but later gathered in groups in differént
parts of the city and listened to violent
speeches by leaders of the socialists, some
of whom urged the people to rise and over-
throw a state which cut them down for the
snke of the liberals.

Mob Finnlty Quelled.

At 0 o'clock the greatest excitement con-
tinued, and the police in strong force were
engawed in breaking up the different gather-
ings. The number wounded during the
evening was large, although the exaoct figure
cannot be learned, becnuss many of the in-
ured were carried off by comrades, The
wounded police woerataken to the hospital,
Three rioters wore arrested, iocluding the
leador.
At 10:40 the streets are quiet, A body of
socinlists, after the fight, mado o demons
stration in front of the palace of Archduke
Wilhelm, shouting, “Long live tho repub-
lie." Tne police made a number of furious
charges before they succeeded in scatiering
the mob.
